The Periodic report for the month of August 2011 of the Southern 
Observatory for Human Rights (SOHR) 

October 18, 2011 



The forces of the Yemeni authorities have committed the deadliest 
violations against the right of the southern citizens, they are no longer 
confined by depriving them of there rights and fundamental freedoms, but 
also worked to suppress their activities those express the aspirations to 
freedom and dignity, escalating the methods of harassment against the 
activists of the peaceful Southern Movement and the suppression of the 
mass marches by the murder bullets and jailing them in the darkness of 
prisons. This August, the Southern Observatory for Human Rights 
observed that the forces of the authorities, in addition to their gross 
violations, worked to escalate and strain the security situation in many 
southern cities, creating a state of suspicious lawlessness, interrupted by 
incidents of bombings, attacks on facilities, sounds of random gunfire 
from unknown sources and promotion of the works breaking security and 
breaching public tranquility. All of this is to further destabilize the 
situation in order to make it unbearable, so that they can drag the 
Southern Movement factions to give up the peaceful struggle and defend 
the citizens, to give them an excuse for taking more repression and abuse. 

In addition, the forces of the Yemeni authorities are still as they are in 
lightening the wars in both the cities of Ja'ar and Zanzibar, who's their 
victims, are the innocent civilians who had evacuated their homes to 
escape the unknown. The scenario still continues to expand the scope of 
those wars to include other areas of the south, including the cities of 
Lahej and in the districts of Aden. 

These conditions have not been reflected only on the safety of the 
southern citizen, but also reflected on his life and family. The 
deteriorating living conditions have been revealed coincided with the 
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requirements of the Ramadan Month, which is this year comes in 
harmony with August, and the southern citizen has become no longer able 
to fulfill the necessary needs, not just because of the loss of financial 
revenues, but also for the increasing high prices of food, as well as the 
disappearance of the essential supplies, even a large sector of the 
population have become eking out a living. The living conditions of those 
warn of famine and what is has of lack of nutrition, hunger and diseases, 
which are signs of a real humanitarian catastrophe. 



The Southern Observatory for Human Rights (SOHR) warns of the 
consequences of the food crisis, which dominates the towns and villages 
of the south, and calls the Yemeni authorities to stop the deterioration in 
the living conditions of the people of the south. That crisis whose victims 
are children, elders and the sick, by depriving them of the balanced 
nourishment, including milk and lack of treatment and health care. 
Therefore, the Southern Observatory warns of the consequences of what 
in the case of continuing the deterioration of the suffering and deprivation 
in the lives of the southern citizens and the deterioration of their health 
and disorder of their security and stability. Those fundamental rights have 
been deprived intentionally, aims at more humiliation and taming for 
abhorrent policies. 



These actions are no longer violations of human rights in south Yemen, 
but are shameful crimes against humanity. They will be stuck in the 
minds of the people of the south until the day of liberation to hold the 
perpetrators and those who stand behind them. 



During the month of August the Southern Observatory for Human Rights 
(SOHR) was able to monitor eleven extra-judicial killings, 35 cases of 
attempted murder led to serious injuries and the arrests against thirteen 
southern activists by the regime's forces. All of these violations will Sill a 
witness to the perpetrators until the day of retribution. 



Murder, attempted murder and wounding outside the scope of the 
judiciary: 

The direct or indirect killing that is outside the scope of judiciary is an 
ugly work that is not approved by customs, laws and charters, as it is 
illegal crime against religion and law. This is the general situation of the 
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crime of killing of an individual, let alone if the murder is carried out 
through authoritarian forces have the authority and power cause the 
people their killing crimes without guilt or even parallel to the the crime 
of murder. These acts are practiced by the Yemeni authorities against the 
political opponents demanding their right to liberty and the right of their 
people to self-determination. 



While the activist Ahmed al Idrisi, the leader of the Revolution Youth of 
February 1 6 th , standing in front of his house in the city of Mansoura in 
Aden on Sunday, August 28, an armed group riding a fired at him 
attempting to assassinate him, but God's will have saved him from the 
crime of that group who tried to carry it out against own of the southern 
youth who eager for freedom. The Aden News Agency reported that a 
statement by the Youth Revolution of February 16 th indicated a 
condemnation about this attempt, stressing that this will just increase their 
determination to continue the Youth Revolution. 



A patrol belongs to the 23 Brigade, located in Al Abrr area, on 
Thursday, August 26, assaulted on two citizens in the province of 
Hadramaut through shooting them, led to serious injuries and taken to 
hospital. The Aden News Agency reported that attack came when the 
citizens refused to bribes to the soldiers estimated five thousand Saudi 
Riyals.

Two people were killed in the city of Crater in Aden as a result of the 
proceeding of the Yemeni forces of opening fire on a protest march on 
Wednesday, August, in Khusaf neighborhood, to condemn the frequent 
power cuts, and which resulted in the injury of the field activists: Nasser 
Hassan Bin Hassan and his colleague Khaled Nasser. Later, on Thursday, 
August 18, the wounded Hassan Nasser Bin Hassan, aged 40-years-old, 
has joined the martyrs' convoy of the south, because of the wounds he 
sustained in the attack. . . may he rest in peace.

between a numbers of citizens of the owners of kiosks with groups of 
vendors from the Northern provinces, who confine the livelihood on the 
city's native people. The southern vendors organized a protest march 
started from the general market in Sayoun to the government building 
where the headquarters of the agent of the affairs of Hadrmout's valley 
and desert, demanding compensation for what happened to them of 
attacks on their shops by the north vendors. 



The two young brothers, Akram and Mohammed Ahmed Issa Aldbai 
were killed by Yemeni regime's forces opened fire on them on Friday, 
August 5, when their car passed by a troop carrier on the sea route of 
Mansoura. Two others were wounded in the car that arrived to the 
province of Aden on a trade mission. 



On Wednesday, August 3, both of the citizens Salem Bamaibd and 
Gibran Saadi were killed and the citizens Salah Mahfouz Almsadjidi, 
Abdul Rahman Abdullah, Mohammed Ahmed Hameed, Haitham Baraia 
and child Ahmad Yslam Bin Hydra (10 years) were injured in 
confrontations between the citizens of the city of Shahr in the province of 
Hadramaut, and crowds of northern vendors were armed and protected by 
the forces of the authorities. The confrontations broke out when the 
northern vendors killed the young person, Mohammed Saleh Alghurabi, 
on Thursday July 28, when they opened fire on the citizens of protesters 
went to the "khat" market to prevent the sale by a decision taken by the 
people in the region. These vendors on the next day of their crime used 
live bullets again to suppress a protest march organized by the citizens to 
condemn their actions, which resulted in the injury of three activists. It is 
worth mentioning that the citizens of the city of Shahr accuse the northern 
vendors of working for the Political Security and of being equipped with 
weapons. 

The suppression of peaceful demonstrations 



Freedom of expression is a fundamental right of human rights, guaranteed 
by the international conventions, and by which man can express their 
aspirations for freedom, dignity, choice of orientations and building their 
future. This is not granted to the people of the south, but they are 
deprived of enjoying it, which is a breach of those international 
conventions. However, the people of the south work to restore this 
legitimate right, through performing peaceful events as an expression of 
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their aspirations for freedom, dignity and right to self-determination. In 
the face of the insistence of the people of the south to use this legitimate 
right, the forces of the Yemeni authorities suppress these peaceful 
activities using excessive force, of killing, wounding, arresting, 
intimidation and threats. 



In the city of Sayoun, province of Hadramout, the citizens Ali Khalifa, 
Mazen Awad Aldmadmi, Ahmad Huwaidi, Mubarak bin Nughith Alcieli 
were injured on Tuesday, August 16, as well as suffocations for dozens of 
people affected by tear gas canister fired by the forces of power trying to 
suppress a march organized by citizens of the city of Sayoun after the 
completion of the funeral of the martyr, Ramzi Hamadoun, who was 
killed on Tuesday, August 9, by the north vendors. The Aden News 
Agency reported that the regime's forces opened fire on the marchers in 
the condemnation march and supporting groups of northern vendors to 
suppress the demonstration using excessive force. 



The Yemeni security forces on Monday, August 8, suppressed two 
marches in the coastal cities of Shahr and Mukalla in Hadhramaut in 
which the people chanted slogans demanding the restoration of the state 
of the south and independence, and the release of the field commander, 
Hassan Ahmed Ba'oum. They also denounced the events of Shahr City, 
which caused a number of martyrs and wounded in clashes between 
citizens and multitudes of vendors accused of being agents for the forces 
of the authorities; they support the authorities' forces in the suppression of 
the peaceful demonstrations by shooting the participants. 

The Aden News Agency reported that the regime's forces used excessive 
force in suppressing demonstrators with live bullets and tear gas, in which 
crowds of northern vendors joined the forces of the authorities throwing 
stones at the demonstrators. 



Yemeni security forces tried to suppress a peaceful demonstration in the 
provincial capital of Shabwah Governorate, Attaq, on the evening of 
Thursday, August 11. The factions of the Southern Movement in 
Shabwah have conducted peaceful events in the city of Attaq attended by 
hundreds through the invitation of the Preparatory Committee of the 
events in the capital of the province. 

The demonstrators marched in the streets of the city chanting slogans 
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demanding the liberation and the independence of the south and raising 
the flags of the previous state South Yemen. 

The city of Kottn, on the same day, witnessed a similar march which was 
suppressed by security forces and north sellers. 

In addition, a number of southern cities in Hadramout, Shabwah, Aden, 
Dhila and Lhej wtinessed peaceful demonstrations to denounce the events 
of Shahr and Sayoun cities those led to martyrs and wounded by bullets 
of Yemeni security and north residents.
